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1. The SED in Berlin is currently wrking to penetrate the social welfare system 
of that city. Efforts are being meade to plage loyal SED adherents in minor 
wat strategie positions is the Sozialhilfe Gross-Berlin (Greater Berlin Social 
Aid Administration), a non-partisan organization sponsored by the Berlin Magis~ 
trat. The plan is to further the influence of the SED through "deeds, not 
worde"—-to make sceial workers out of a number of SED organizers and to have 
them popularize the party by working quietly as welfare agents among the needy 
elements of the Berlin population. 


2 To implement this project a threc=day course of lectures was organized for the 
weekend of 6-8 June 1947 and an impromptu school is set up at Berlin=-Fichtenau 
to instruct some tuenty-six party workers in social welfare techniques, Each 
of the twenty Bezirke of Berlin was represented by at least one student. Most 
of the trainees were party functionaries, generally Kreis secretaries {n chars 
of Isbor and social welfare matters. Rations for the school dining room were 
obtained from the Russians thronuch the Landesverband.
